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Bomb threat 


at WHS 


WILMINGTON - Students at 
WHS went home early last 
Wednesday, not due to 
teacher conferences but 
because school officials 
received a bomb threat set for 
Friday. Emergency forces 
were called to the school and 
no bombs or paraphernalia 
were found. An investigation 
is ongoing to uncover the per- 
son that made the threat. 

Superintendent Joanne 
Benton could not comment on 
the nature of the bomb 
threat, how or in what form it 
was received, due to the 
investigation currently under- 
way by Wilmington Police. 
The threat was directed at the 
high school and indicated 


Friday as the date an incident 
would occur. 

School officials decided to 
evacuate the school with an 
early dismissal Wednesday 
and called in the North 
Eastern Massachusetts Law 
Enforcement Council (NEM- 
LEC) School Threat 
Assessment Response System 
(STARS) team. This was the 
first time Wilmington has had 
to call in the STARS team. 

“That NEMLEC team was 
truly amazing the way they 
came in, and helped guide us, 
and took over searching the 
building. It’s impressive and 
well worth belonging to,” 
Benton told the Crier. She

NANNY TAX IN 
THE NEWS AGAIN 


It’s not easy to do the right 
thing —file and pay taxes for house- 
hold help—but there can be a mess 
and financial penalties if you don't 
and are found out. Benefit: tax ben- 
efits for child care. 

What's involved? The IRS offers 
a how-to booklet, publication 926 to 
help. First step is to affirm the 
worker's immigration status. Then 
you'll need an employer identifica- 
tion number (that part is easy). For 
the federal government: if you pay 
$1,700 or more to an employee dur- 
ing the year, you are expected to 
withhold and pay Social Security 
and Medicare taxes equal to 15.3 
percent of the worker's salary, In 
addition, if you pay $1,000 or more 
in any quarter, you must pay federal 
unemployment taxes. You need not 
withhold or pay income taxes, 
though the worker can ask you to. 

‘The,state may require unemploy- 
ment taxes, too, plus workers’ com- 
pensation coverage (often available 
with your household policy). 
Check filing requirements and nec- 
essary record keeping.

Another Connect-ED call 
went out Thursday notifying 
parents that the controlled 
entry went well and that 
there would be another con- 
trolled entry on Friday. 
Benton said she sent out a 
call through Connect-ED on 
Friday thanking parents 
and students and letting 
them know that another call 
would come on Sunday with 
information about Monday. 
Sunday night a call from the 
high school principal went 
out stating that by Monday 
the school would return to 
normal operations. 

There is an ongoing inves- 
tigation into who made the 
threat against the school 
and police are pursuing 
leads. A call made to 
Wilmington Police was not 
returned by press time.

Fitzpatrick told the Crier 
that he expects to file the 
Final Environmental Impact 
Statement, which was origi- 
nally due late spring/early 
summer 2009, sometime in 
the fall.

that point, she had not 
attended normal school 
(teacher's college). In list- 
ings of educational back- 
ground, hers simply read, 
“Private.” It is quite possible 
that she had studied under 
her father, who was very well- 
read. Carrie taught for the 
spring semester, but then was 
not again listed as a teacher 
until 1901. 

There is no formal indica- 
tion of her attending normal 
school during that period, but 
she may well have. 

She returned to the 
Wilmington school system at 
the West School in 1901, 
teaching for 12 weeks. She 
was paid $8 a week and she 
had 12 students. In 1904, she 
was teaching grades one 
through four, for $10 a week. 
In 1913, she was teaching 


grade seven in the Center 
School, which was located 


until 2011. 

“Right now there is no mar- 
ket for this new capacity in 
New England,” said 
Fitzpatrick.

That excess capacity 
comes from flagging demand 
for electricity due to the stag- 
nating economy, impacts of 
conservation measures, and 
electricity prices. 


Average electricity demand 
from 2007 to 2008 fell 1.9 per- 
cent. While demand is 
expected to grow, the rate of 
growth is down sharply, 
largely due to the foundering 
economy, 

The Crier asked: if with- 
drawing the NOI for the 
Interconnection Transmission 
Line from New England 
Power at the same time as 
the Billerica Energy Center 
NOI was significant. 
Fitzpatrick responded that 
while the Transmission Line 
did not have the same kinds 
of environmental issues that 
required re-engineering, 
“Having one active and one 
inactive doesn’t make sense.”

Dear Editor, 

According to the World 
Bank, 46 million additional 
people will be pushed into 
poverty in 2009 alone due to 
the current global economic 
crisis. 

In all of our remedies to 
the economic crisis a simple, 
long-term solution is being 
overlooked - education. 

7 million primary school- 
age children do not have 
access to a classroom today. 
Often, this is because par- 
ents cannot afford the few 
dollars worth of school fees, 
or must keep their children 
at home or send them to 
work to help the family sur- 
vive. 

Yet we know that basic 
education improves the 
health and future earnings 
of young people. 

The failure to educate chil- 
dren has a real economic 
cost. On average, for a girl 
in a poor country, each addi- 
tional year of education 
beyond grade three or four 
will lead to 20 percent high- 
er wages and a 10 percent 
decrease in the risk of her 
own children dying of pre- 


ventable causes.

During his campaign, 
President Obama pledged $2 
billion for a new approach to 
the global education crisis, 
As the United States and 
other countries cope with 
the global economic down- 
turn, it is more important 
than ever to invest in the 
best “vaccine” against 
poverty ~ education.

The importance of maintenance 


If you're new to the area, 
chances are you're also new 
to the world of septic systems.

We love 
weekly journalism and we 
work for little-or sometimes 
no-money. We make sure 
that all of the names are 
spelled correctly and we get 
the scores and the statistics 
lined up and listed for every 
sport, every week.

Back in the summer of 
1973, I was two weeks 
removed from playing in my 
last high school football 
game when then-Tewksbury 
School Committeeman 
Edward Irwin got me an 
interview with Bob Morris, 
the editor of the fledging 
version of the Tewksbury 
edition here at the Town 
Crier. After I met Morris, I 
met the Captain. I was 
hired. I was hooked. 

This freshman at Suffolk 
University was covering 
Tewksbury High School foot- 
ball just one year removed 
from playing with many of 
the players on that 1974 
team. Coaches Bob 
Vadeboncouer and John 
Perreault couldn’t figure out 
what I was doing at that 
first practice. I walked on to 
the field, notebook in hand, 
ready to ask the questions 
and feed the monster that 
was ambition and following 
a dream. I really was 
hooked. “What the heck are 
you doing here Cookie?” 
asked coach Vadeboncouer. 
Perreault already knew. He 
had helped fire the ambition 
in his English class at 
Tewksbury High School. He 
already knew that I was a 
better at writing than play- 
ing football-although at the 
time I felt that I was pretty 


Dave Smith walked away 
giggling. 

I dropped my notebook 
and searched for that first 
question that I had jotted 
down in the back of that 
notebook someplace. It did- 
n’t matter. I had the bug big- 
time. I would work for noth- 
ing and love it. I was young. 
And I was on my journey as 
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that ink-stained wretch. 

Thirty-five years later, I 
watch the nightly news and 
see that the Boston Globe is 
in trouble, with its’ employ- 
ees failing to get the big pic- 
ture. If anyone at the Globe 
got into the business of jour- 
nalism for security and the 
promise of a cushy retire- 
ment-well they got it all 
wrong. I am old enough to 
remember when there were 
nightly editions of the two 
Boston daily newspapers. 
My dad helped to print the 
old Record-American and 
the Globe. He was what they 
called a stereo-typist. That’s 
when they actually set type 
before the presses rolled. He 
brought both the papers 
home with him with the 
Wonder Bread and a gallon 
of whole milk. I was one of 
those kids that just knew 
what he wanted to do with 
his life when he was 10 years 
old. Thanks dad. 

I went on to watch Rick 
Mackey run with the foot- 
ball, John Hurley rebound 
the basketball and some guy 
named Wallace pitch a base- 
ball. Their names were all 
there, spelled correctly as I 
filed my stories, often writ- 
ing on a battered Royal 
typewriter tucked away in 
the corner at the old North 
Depot-the office of the Town 
Crier. The Captain sat out 
front, greeting people from 
Senator Edward Kennedy to 
the kid bringing in the youth 
sports reports for the 
Wilmington-and now- 
Tewksbury Town Crier. 

Just two years later, I 
would approach Captain 
Larz Neilson with what I 
thought was an absolutely 
brilliant idea. Why not a 
four page section devoted 
solely to sports? “OK kid, 
you got it,” said the Captain. 
I was bitten by the bug big 
time. It may sound trite, but 
I really don’t care. Back 
then, I was working for the 
‘love of the game’ Thanks 
Captain. 

The Captain’s son, Larz F. 
(Fred) Neilson, who would 
later become editor of the 
paper, remembers the early

and foremost. I took all the 
photos, wrote everything, 
pasted up the pages of the 
paper and managed to make 
my first class by 8 a.m. the 
next morning. I would do all 
of this with some help from 
a chain-smoking woman in a 
flowery house dress and 
blue sneakers. We would put 
the paper together, some- 
times finishing at three in 
the morning. Thanks Flora. 
Fred Neilson and his 
brother Stu were right there 
beside us most nights, and 
Fred remembers that even 
Larz had a background in 
sports that had the people of 
Wilmington buying the 
newspaper and searching 
out the exploits of the latest 
Wilmington athlete. 

“Larz’ style was to try and 
come up with an amusing 
story,” says Neilson. 
“Readers were treated to 
stories about Cagy Sam 
Ethier’s scoring  sticks- 
breaking a stick every time 
an opponent scored. At the 
end of the game, he would 
count the sticks and divide 
by two. Larz, of course, 
invented the story after see- 
ing Sammy break sticks in 
frustration whenever the 
other team scored.” 

“Sports was covered in one 
or two articles a week. That 
had an interesting effect. 
Instead of sports being in a 
separate section, the arti- 
cles were in among other 
stories, which probably 
attracted readers who would 
have otherwise missed 
them,” remembers Neilson. 
“A winning team might get 
its’ picture on the front page 
of the paper. In the 1950’s, 
the paper was usually an 


eight to 10 page tabloid. 

Football, baseball, softball 
and speed skating were all 
covered. Speed skating was 
a big sport in Wilmington in 
the 1950’s. Wilmington in 
1959 and 1960 was the setting 
for the Northeast Regional 
Speed Skating 
Championships. Races took 
place at the Skating Club 
(the old South School) on 
Silver Lake and Rotary 
Park. Wilmington residents 
opened up their homes to 
visiting skaters, and the 
Town Crier dedicated spe- 
cial issues to the champi- 
onships.” 

“Larz’ style put readers on 
a first-name basis with the 
town’s athletes. The head- 
line on the front page would 
read-‘Jeanne Breaks World 
Record’ Everyone knew 
that was Jeanne Ashworth, 
Wilmington’s Olympic 
Bronze Medalist. Another 
local athlete known by his 
first name alone was Ricky 
Froton, who signed with the 
Red Sox in 1962.” 

“The first sports column in 
the paper was ‘On the 
Waughpath, written by John 
Waugh, who was active in 
many youth sports. Later, 
Joe Beaton, Jr. wrote a col- 
umn called-From the Box 
Seat’ Wilmington High 
School teacher Bob Dicey 
developed the first Town 
Crier sports page. At that 
point, the paper had gone to 
a broadsheet format, and 
sports began to occupy two 
pages. Larry McGrath 
worked with Dicey to put the 
sports together in the 
1970's.” 

The Captain was there to 
meet and greet and run the 


show from the front of that 
old train depot. Not much 
was made of the fact that he 
‘was a merchant marine cap- 
tain that sailed around the 
world, ferried troops home 
from Europe and helped a 
stranded ship in Sweden get 
back to port after the sui- 
cide of its’ captain. That 
was the Captain Neilson’s 
final voyage, back in 1947. 
Eight years later, he would 
be knocking on doors, sell- 
ing subscriptions and classi- 
fied ads for his fledging 
paper that in 1974 would 
become the Wilmington- 
Tewksbury Town Crier. 

So, I guess the idea of a 
four-page sports section was 
no big deal to The Captain. 
Upon, further review after 
all these years, I believe that 
it was- even when The 
Captain began bellowing 
after one of his rambling, 
but always interesting his- 
torical pieces got buried 
deep in the paper or was left 
on the editing room floor. 
“How much more sports do 
we need in the paper?” I'm 
cleaning that one up a bit 
for a family audience. The 
Captain, after-all, was still a 
sailor at heart. 

It seems now that I never 
left, that sports editor Jamie 
Pote has picked up and 
expanded upon an idea that 
has worked. Jamie walked 
into the old Town Crier 
years ago, and without real- 
ly asking him, I knew that 
this kid had ‘the bug’ I 
already knew that he would 
work for nothing. 

“I can’t pay you,” I told 
him. “You will learn a lot, 
and meet a lot of interesting 
people. You're hired.” That’s 
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about it. Pote hit the ground 
running. When you see 
eight, 10 or sometimes 12 
pages devoted to local sports 
and athletes, I see all of the 
reasons for the preservation 
of weekly newspapers laid 
out right in front of me. 

This section has always 
been about the young people 
of Wilmington and 
Tewksbury, and it remains 
so today. It really isn’t about 
the parents, the coaches, or 
even the final ‘scores some- 
times. It’s about the kids 
getting the recognition that 
they deserve. Hard work and 
perseverance should mean 
something, and it says here 
that it is important-especial- 
ly important, that weekly 
newspapers never die. 

Where else can you get 
reporting that includes 
births, deaths, bird reports 
and the best place to buy a 
hamburger? Where else can 
you read about little Johnny 
playing a great game even 
when he doesn’t score a 
goal? His name is right 
there for all to see. And, 
hopefully it’s spelled cor- 
rectly. That, of course, is the 
job of this ink-stained 
wretch. I might not always 
get it right, but I’m gonna 
die trying- for the ‘love of 
the game’

local Take Off Pounds 
Sensibly Club, Inc. (TOPS) 
chapter encourage each 
other to drop the pounds and 
change their eating habits 
and overall lifestyles for the 
better. 

In 2008, TOPS, members 
lost the equivalent of 430.77 
tons of weight with the aid of 
wellness education, motiva- 
tional tools, and more. But 
TOPS understands that 
weight loss is about more 
than just the numbers, pro- 
viding on-going support, 
encouragement, and recogni- 
tion at ly chapter meet- 
ings, through awards pro- 
grams, and at regional 
events. 

It is through these efforts 
that the 170,550 members of 
TOPS are reshaping their 
bodies, as well as their 
lifestyles, as they continue on 
the journey towards lifelong 
health. 

Locally, TOPS members 
succeeded at losing an aver- 
age of 9.75 pounds per mem- 


among the ‘Biggest Losers’ 
are John Murray of Wakefield, 
who has dropped over 136 
pounds, and Shirley Peterson 
of Wilmington, who has lost 75 
pounds, 

So what drives these mem- 
bers to lose the weight? Often 
times, it is the support and 
encouragement of friends and 
family, as well as cama- 
raderie they receive being a 
part of the TOPS chapter. 

“I was tricked into joining 
‘TOPS by my wife and cousin,” 
said John Murray of 
Wakefield. “I needed to do it 
so that I could enjoy my 
grandson, my first grand- 
child.

Plus, I need 
to be at Fenway Park 20 years 
from now when he pitches for 
the Red Sox.” 

There are probably a few 
events, if not more, that led to 
a knowledge that I was not 
happy with my lifestyle and it 
was either wallow in self pity 
or do something about it,” 
said Wakefield's Tom Carano. 


“Also I came to the realization 
that age and lifestyle would 
lead to serious health conse- 
quences that would effect me 
and affect people around me. 
At first it was a commitment 
to making healthy decisions 
and then physically and men- 
tally following through. That 
commitment is still 
there, but what moti- 
vates me now is a 
renewed commitment to 
self and the physical 
and mental feeling of 
well being. I feel good!” 

“My youngest daugh- 
ter encouraged me to 
join TOPS, “said 
Wilmington’s Shirley 
Petersonn. “She joined with 
me along with a friend of 
hers. When I realized how 
my health and obesity could 
put a strain on my fami- 
ly taking care of me as I 
aged, I got serious about diet- 
ing and TOPS had the sup- 
port that I needed.” 

Local TOPS representative 
Lee Allen reported these 
impressive statistics: 

* 170,550 members. in 7,496 
chapters in the United States, 
1,541 chapters in Canada; and 
two chapters overseas have 
lost 861,535.70 pounds total 
weight loss (430.77 tons). 

The average weight loss 
per chapter equaled 95.34 
pounds. 

* There are 24,001 total 
members who have earned 
the status of KOPS (Keep Off 
Pounds Sensibly) after reach- 
ing and maintaining their 
goal weight for at least one 
year. 

What makes this program 
succeed where others have 
failed? The locals involved 


are quick to answer. 

“What makes it so differ- 
ent from other weight loss 
programs is several things,” 
said John Murray. “The sup- 
port given by the member- 
ship is unreal. They become 
friends and then family. They 
give a very warm feeling and 
that makes you want to go 
back each week. Phone calls 
of support and emails happen 
between each meeting. We 
have games-contests and 
guest speakers. It has been 
unreal easy. I have lost 141 
total lbs eating low fat foods 
and walking a lot, along with 
water aerobics at the 
Reading YMCA.” 

“Dieting isn't easy,” said 
Shirley Peterson. “ Sticking 
to the program takes willpow- 
er and time. Time that you 
need to take for yourself. 
When You do it alone its hard 
and I had never been suc- 
cessful. I would take off 
pounds and then gain them 
back and more. Being in the 
group has made all the differ- 
ence to me. The ingredient 
that was missing in my diet 
was the lack of support from 
others in the same boat as 
me. My family supported me 
but they don't have a weight 
problem. It's hard for them 
to understand. The people at 
‘TOPS are like my family but 
the difference is that they do 
understand.

“STAR TREK” A GREAT REBOOTING OF A LEGEND

The new “STAR TREK” lives up to its legend in science 
fiction. It’s a fun mission, and the battles are spectacular. 
Longtime Trekkies don’t fear, you won't be disappointed. 


“STAR TREK” 
GRADE: **** 


So how do you reboot a 
series that has become leg- 
end in the world of science 
fiction, and has over 40 
years of adventures already 
set in stone? You come up 
with a way to wipe the slate 
clean, yet keep the same 
essential characters a part 
of the plot. 

That's the genius behind 
director J.J. Abrams’ 
reimagining of ‘Star Trek’ - 
it’s not somuch a prequel,, 
as it is a shot in the keister 
to a film series that has sat 
on the closet shelf far too 
long. 

Star Trek presents the 
right mix needed for a suc- 
cessful production of one of 
these huge summer specta- 
cles, with its smooth blend- 
ing of story, special effects 
and character. 

In the past few years, 
movie technology seems to 
have slowed, with more and 
more special effects begin- 
ning to look the same. But 
Star Trek takes many famil- 
iar outer space images and 
puts a new spin on them, 
with creative new set and 
production designs. 
Abrams’ __special-effects 
team renders novel new 
gadgets, vehicles, weapons 
and creatures. 

In addition, these visual 
elements complement a 
story peppered with inter- 
esting characters, even if 
you have no idea who James 
T. Kirk is when you walk 
into the theater, One of the 


more appealing things 
about the film is its accessi- 
bility. One need not be 
familiar with the original 
TV series, its successors, or 
any of the numerous subse- 
quent movies to enjoy this 
film - but on the same hand, 
if you are a Trekkie who 
knows exactly what a 
Tribble is, you will be 
rewarded. The rest of the 
audience might struggle 
with some of the informa- 
tion, but the script has 
streamlined the story 
enough for everyone to tag 
along. 

Star Trek begins with an 
extended sequence set about 
200 years in the future and 
finds Klingon warrior Nero 
(Eric Bana) destroying an 
earthly spacecraft. 
Escaping in time to give 
birth is the mother of James 
Tiberius Kirk, who grows to 
be a rebellious Iowa farm 
boy played by Chris Pine. 

Kirk tempers his wild 
side long enough to become 
a promising officer, joining, 
but always competing 
against, half-human, half- 
Vulcan Spock (Zachary 
Quinto). Once their begin- 
nings, afd those of other 
crew members, are estab- 
lished with relative ease 
and _believability, J.J. 
Abrams jumps to the 
inevitable clash between the 
Starship Enterprise and 
Nero’s outpost of soldiers. 

In the interim, Kirk and 
Spock time-travel, make a 
rescue from another planet, 
and inevitably battle with 
one another before becom- 
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ing the best of friends. 

It's a fun mission, and 
the battles are spectacular. 

Abrams and his crew cre- 
ate an action flick that satis- 
fies, and builds background 
for these characters in an 
energetic, humorous, 
embraceable way that will 
excite new fans, while pay- 
ing tribute at the same time. 

Longtime Trekkies, have 
no fear - the Kobayashi 
Maru no-win scenario, the 
Vulcan nerve pinch and the 
mind-meld, the "I'm a doc- 
tor, not a physicist" utter- 
ings from McCoy - they're 
all here. 

If this is the initial voy- 
age of the new and 
improved U.S.S. Enterprise, 
just show me where to 
enlist. 


“THE SOLOIST” 
GRADE: **** 


Movies about the home- 
less or the mentally ill can 
sometimes come off as 
being too goody-goody or 
heavy-handed with their 
righteous messages - that’s 
not the case with ‘The 
Soloist’. 

Director Joe Wright, 
working with a great script 
and and excellent perform- 
ances from Robert Downey 
Jr. and Jamie Foxx (who 
may both end up nominated 
for Oscars from this one), 
this real-life story quickly 
establishes itself as one of 
the year’s best movies. 

Downey portrays Los 
Angeles Times columnist 
Steve Lopez as a man who 
loves his job and little else. 
He's divorced from an edi- 
tor at the paper (Catherine 
Keener) and rarely sees his 
child. He’s constantly on the 
prowl for topics to write 
about, and his drive for a 
spot on the front page 
means he’s always moving 
on to another subject, 
another person, another sit- 
uation. 

Hearing music in a down- 
town park, Lopez discovers 
a homeless man (Foxx) sit- 
ting beneath a statue of 
Beethoven and playing a 


 Burtington, Wakefield), 
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violin with only two strings. 
He’s clearly mentally ill. 
His wardrobe is made up of 
sequins, Day-Glo construc- 
tion vests and an ever-pres- 
ent frayed purple lei, but he 
sure can play. 

He says his name is 
Nathaniel Ayers and claims 
he once attended the presti- 
gious Juilliard School of 
Music. Lopez’s journalistic 
instincts immediately kick 
in. There’s a story here. 

The more Lopez learns 
about Ayers, the more there 
is to write. There’s Ayers’ 
childhood — he was a bril- 
liant young musician felled 
by schizophrenia while at 
Juilliard. And his yearning 
to hear an orchestra play in 
the new Disney Concert Hall 
(because Ayers’ tics and 
odd behavior might offend 
paying concertgoers, Lopez 
arranges for him to sit in on 
rehearsals). A Times read- 
er, now crippled by arthritis, 
donates her cello to Ayers. 

The core story of the film 
is a tale about a man who 
wants no responsibilities 
outside work but finds him- 
for someone whose life is in 
near-constant crisis. Lopez 
arranges a safe rehearsal 
space for Ayers at a home- 
less shelter. Eventually he 
nudges his friend off the 
streets and into low-income 
housing. 

Foxx’s performance, 
based on many hours study- 
ing the real Nathaniel 
Ayers, is great, and Downey 
jumps into the role feet 
first, as he always does, and 
turns in yet another career- 
making performance. 

‘The Soloist’ will give you 
that warm and fuzzy, feel- 
god feeling that has nothing 
to do with the weather.

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Men's health 
screening checklist

BODY MEASUREMENTS 

Taking your height, weight and body-mass index (BMI) 
helps determine whether your are overweight. Overweight 
people are more likely to have high blood pressure, heart 
disease or diabetes. BMI is assessed using a mathematical 
form of weight and height. 

BLOOD PRESSURE 

A blood-pressure test is the only way to determine if you 
have high blood pressure. If undetected and untreated, it 
can increase your risk of heart attack, stroke, heart failure 
and kidney failure. According to the American Heart 
Association, you should get it checked at least once every 
two years — and more often if your doctor says it's high.

A blood test is used to determine your good (HDL) and 
bad (LDL) cholesterol levels. According to the AHA, cho- 
lesterol is a soft, waxy substance found among the lipids 
(fats) in the bloodstream and in all your body's cells. 
Humans need cholesterol, but a high level increases your 
risk of heart disease and stroke. Men age 20 years or older 
should have their cholesterol checked every five years and 
more frequently as they age or if they have high choles- 
terol levels. 

COLORECTAL CANCER SCREENING 

This screening uses various tests to examine the colon 
for polyps that may become cancerous or to find colon can- 
cer before symptoms occur. Men 50 or older should talk to 
their doctor about which tests are right for them and when 
to have them done. 

PROSTATE CANCER SCREENING TEST 

Prostate cancer is detected through a blood test that 
determines the amount of prostate-specific antigen (PDA) 
in your blood, or through a digital rectal exam (DRE) 
where a doctor inserts his lubricated, gloved finger into the 
rectum to examine the prostate gland for any irregulari- 
ties. The American Cancer Society suggests that men get 
tested for prostate cancer every year, starting at age 50. 

TESTICULAR EXAM 

This test examines the testicles for enlargement, 
swelling or a lump. Doctors usually check for this at your 
physical exam, especially if you tell them that you've 
noticed a change in your testicles or are between the ages 
of 15 and 40. 

SEXUALLY TRANSMITTED DISEASE TESTS 

These tests determine if you have a sexually transmit- 
ted disease (STDs) like syphilis, chlamydia or HIV/AIDS. 
Your doctor will determined which tests you should get 
based on risk factors and sexual history. 

DENTAL EXAM 

During this exam, a dentist will examine your teeth and 
gums for cavities or oral cancer. The American Dental 
Association recommends that you go once or twice a year 
for a checkup and cleaning. 


EYE EXAM 

Eye exams assess if you need your vision corrected by 
either wearing prescription eyeglasses or contact lenses. 
They also identify existing vision problems like glaucoma 
or cataracts. Eye experts suggest that you get your eyes 
checked by an eye-care professional every year.
